abeyance. 

Hotel Always Full 

The concensus of opinion in the 
city is that the work should be done 
by the railway company. The time 
has gone by when it can be asserted 
that the city is benefitting by an 
expensive hotel being maintained in 
its midst at the cost of the railway. 
Hardly a day passes without the hotel 
being called upon to deal with more 
guests than it can accommodate, and 
more rooms will have to be provided 
at en éarly date. 

The main benefit of the improre- 
ment goes to the hotel, it is pointed 
out by Edmonton citizens. The hotel 
will have espace for enlargement, it 
Will be brought into the direct view 
of all the traffie on Jasper avenue, it 
will form the culminating point of all 
the improved area proceeding south 
from the C.N.R. depot. upon ri 
the city is concentrating a good deal 
ot attention. Again all the improve- 
ments in the vicinity of McDougall 
hill and Macdonald drive go to raise 
the standard of the immediate vicini*~ 
of the hotel, and the city ts spending 
@ great deal of money in this work.

HISTORY OF 
HUDSON'S BAY 
C0. OUTLINE 


George W. Allan, K.C., 
Addresses Meeting of 
Canadian Club 


Outlining the history of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, of which he is 
chairman of the Canadian board of 
governers, George W. Allan, K.C., of 
Winnipeg, addressed a well-attended 
luncheon of the Canadian Chib in the 
Macdonald hot@] at noon Friday. 

Mr. Allan was introduced by F. C 
Casselman, president, as the “Grand 
Mogul of the Grand Olt Company 
that is so closely identified with the 
history ef the West.” 

In tracing the history of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, Mr. Allan re- 
called a trip he had taken just 51 
years ago, when he journeyed from 
Toronto to Winnipeg in a H.B.C. boat 
At that time Winnipeg had a popula- 
tion of 8,000. he said 

Simple Histery 

The speaker said that to recount the 
history of the Hudson's Bay company 
in the short time he had available was 
most difficult. He doubted that a full 
and comprehensive history of the com- 
pany had ever been written. He men- 
tioned that numerous documents and 
records relating to the history of the 
company were stored in the archives 
Gepartment of the company at Lon- 
Gon, England. These records were 
available to anyone who desired to 
write of the company’s history of 260 
years 

When Charles IT granted the char- 
ter to hte company in 1670 England 
With a total population of 5,000,000 
was suffering from the devastations of 
the Civil War. It was necessary for 
the English to retain the right to 
track in the New Land. It was this 
State of affairs that led to the forma- 
tion of the Hudson's Bay Company 
with Prince Rupert as its first gov- 
ernar 

The first trading expedition of that 
company of gentlemen and adven- 
turers, made pricr to the actual grani- 
ing of the charter, was successful. Dur. 
ing the first 100 yearsy of the com- 
pany's existence Work was concentrat- 


ed on establishing fortis and trading 
pocts. In constant struggle with the 
French and Indians the company's ex- 
pl Ts gradually made inroads into 


exerting their sovereign 
fights to trade in that vast territory 
Outlined in the company’s charter 
Near Bankruptcy 
At times during its early history the 
company was om the verge of bank- 


ruptcy from unhealthy competitior 
and extending its trading posts too 
rapidly. Then followed a period of re- 


organization when the company’s hold- 
ings were consolidated. The speaker 


referred to the great leaders who 
guided the company’s activities during 
that period 


He referred to the efforts of Sir 
George Simpson, of the Hudson's Bay 
Company, to have the south boundary 
of what is now British Columbia, at 
the Columbia river. 

In 1869 the company surrendered 
its rights to territory to the Crown 
but retained one twentieth part of the 
fertile land, its trading posts and the 
right to trade in Canada. 

The speaker related how company 
employes had started farming opera® 
tioms on the Pacific coast and also 
opened the first coal mine there 

Coming to the present day, Mr. Al- 
lan mentioned the vast resources of 
the company and ite services to the 
British Empire 

He mentioned the achievements and 
services the company had rendered 
during its history: opening up new 
lands by exploration, retaining Britis! 
rights in North America, preventing 
warfare in the early days by fair trad- 
ing with the natives. 

He blasted what he termed a popu- 
lar superstition that the company was 
teking a lot of money out of Canada 
and putting very little in. He de- 
clared that more money had been put 
into Canada by his company than 
dividends had been received during ite 
260 years of existence. 

In conelusion Mr. Allan pro 
a future for the company even 
er than the great and giorious his- 
wry of the past.

reasonable and uniform, with pro- 
visions for sensable enforcement.

In the field of individual trans- 
portation, the motor car has played 
the leading role in breaking down the 
barriers of time and distance. If auto- 
mobiles were unknown today, there 
would be no suburban residential dis- 
trict. Everyone would be packed into 
the limited ines of the city prop- 
er and it is to presume that 
street traffie would @e even more con- 
gested with the use of more primitive 
slow-moving modes of transportation. 

Legislature and enforcement should | 
concern itself not so much with speed 
as with those acts of a driver that 
make speed dangerous. We should 
stop arresting the motorist who is do- 
ing a sensable 45 miles an hour on an 
open country road, and concentrate 
on the weaving, corner-cutting driver 
doing 25 miles an hour in city traffic, | 
and the 20-mile-an-hour fellow in the | 
middie of the highway. It is not speed |

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OOD news. Aviation in Canada was safer 

by a wide margin in 1929 than in 1928. 
For every million miles flown, passenger 
deaths in 1928 totalled 3.8; in 1929, 2.5. In- 
juries to passengers fell from a ratio of 3.8 
to 2. flat. Flying as a whole waz about forty 
per cent. safer, and there was more than twice 
as much of it dor. 

That is good news, coming on the heels of 
the sad tidings of Billy Barker's crash at Ot- 
tewa. Canada has lost her greatest airman, 
and the world has lost its greatest fighting 
airman. Richtofen was magnificent—a strate- 
gist, a handler of men and formations. Bishop 
was unsurpassable—a marksman first and fore- 
most. Colonel Billy Barker was the prince of 
air tacticians. In that last great fight that 
gave him the V.C. he roused himself from 
coma twice to resume the fight, although three 
times wounded. Now he is gone. 

Fifty thousand watchers crowded the curb- 
stones as Colonel Barker's body was carried in 
solemn state to burial. Three days later a mail- 
plane crashed in the rocky terrain of north 
Frontenac county, carrying pilot and radio 
operator to swift death. Pilot Herve Simon- 
eau was subbing at the time for Pilot Bon- 
durant, who lies in hospital following his crash 
some weeks ago. It is just about a year since 
last I rode over this Montreal-Toronto air 
route; my trip was not without its moments 
of excitement, and ended with a forced land- 
ing in a farmer's field near Cobourg. From 
up near Aklavik comes news of still another 
crash—also a mail plane this time. East and 
west, and far into the sub-Arctic, planes fly 
and planes crash. 

Still aviation sweeps forward. 

Accidents are necessary growing pains. The 
significant thing is that the proportion of them 
to total miles flown is on the wane. We are 
reducing the death ratio. I believe that it can 
be reduced still further—much further. 


For aviation to-day is not safe. Men being - 


what they are, machines being what they are, 
the risk of death persists. Behind every pilot 
the invisible percentage is piling up. Last 
year, in 78,000 flying hours, fourteen pilots 
were killed and eleven injured. In 1928, with 
43,000 flying hours, ~ix pilots were killed and 
eight injured. What will 1930 show? 

Flying hours in Canada have grown in four 
years almost unbelievably. In 1926, less than 
six thousand hours; in 1927, twelve; in 1928, 
forty-three; last year, seventy-eight. I believe 
that the total for 1930 will be closer to two! 
hundred than one hundred thousand. There 
will be more accidents, more fatalitics, in 1930, 
than in 1929. Can we keep the ratios down? 

People who should know better are often 
heard to say that the modern aeroplane will | 
fly itself. Isolated instances canbe adduced | 
to support such a view. Down near Windsor | 
last summer a man stood on a seaplane float, | 
clung tightly with one hand to a strut, leaned 
forward and swung the propeller. The engine 


kicked once or twice and petered out—starv- |. 


ing for gas, probably. The man carefully step- | 
ped back till he could reach the throttle in the 
cockpit, opened it a little, then swung the pro- 
peller again. 

With a roar the engine started, throwing 
the entire fuselage into vibration. Had the 
throttle been advanced too far to start with? 
Or had it jumped with the vibration? At any 
Tate she was wide open. And there is no “neu- 
tral” in aeroplane control; no gear shift. You 
are always in “high.” 

Caught in the swish of the slip-stream, the 
pilot made a frantic effort to reach the cock- 
pit and the throttle. But he was unsuccessful 
A sudden lurch flung him into the water, which 
now swirled angrily around the fast-moving | 
floats. The plane took off without him. It 
sailed away to windward, became a tiny speck, 
finally disappeared. 


Air and Rail Accidents Compared 


T landed some time later in a field—floats 
smashed, propeller smashed, but otherwise 
unharmed.

These figures are enough to show me that 
train travel is safer than air travel—hundreds 
And the further I inquire into 
the details the more convinced I become that 
the aeroplane has still a long, long way to go 
before it can compete in safety with the train. 

In the six years, 1223-1928, some 88 per- 
sons’ lost their lives through travelling as pas- 
sengers on railway trains in Canada. How did 
their deaths occur? Here is the summary of 
causes as published by the Dominion bureau of

How did the sixteen passenger deaths in 
the air oceur during 19297 Data issued by the 
department is not usually complete on this 
point, and the annual report for 1929, which 
may give such data, is not yet issued.

Matching Skill Ageinst Disaster 


VEN. with the best of instruments, and 

supreme flying skill, idéal weather condi- 
tions and a perfect engine, the occasional acc 
dent is bound to mar the avistion picture. A 
bracing wire looks just as good the moment be- 
fore it snaps as it did the day it left the fac 
tory. I am no Hercules, but one day when | 
was cranking my litth old car the cranksha‘t 
broke.

Every aeroplane is thoroughly inspected 
every day, and the mechanic who does the in- 
spection signs his “O.K.” in the beok before 
the machine is flown, But you wouldn’t elimin- 
ate all the accidents if you rebuilt every ma 
chine every two hours.

There wasn't any spin. There wasn't any 
crash. This pilot apparently knew his job. He 
jammed on engine and that held the nose up 
while his floppy machine slithered down 
through the air. Fortunately he was on the 
‘drome when he got near a landing. No fences 


~ or rocks or trees to kill him. 


He kept on with full engine, tearing across 
the field at 85 miles an hour, losing height 
every moment because the wings had lost the 
fimg adjustment which lets them carry weight 
in the air. 

Finally his wheels touched the ground. At 
that moment he cut the gun. The plane rolled 
a hundred feet and stopped. Pilot and pas- 
senger climbed out. Quick thinking had saved 
the situation. 


Machines of the Future

There is little or no excuse for accidents 
whieh involve only the personal equation. As 
aviation history is unfolded, I fear there will 
be more and more such accidents, for the urge 
te rashness is a very human trait. By strict 
attention to training, by safety propaganda, by 
discouraging dangerous stunt flying in every 
way possible, we can minimize the risk although 
we cannot hope to do away with it. There are 
careless drivers of kiddie-cars, bicycles, milk 
wagons, locomotives and motor cars. The aero- 
plane will have ite share, too. And we may 
expect a certain number of accidents to result 
from sudden weather changes, although the 
newly-invented instruments will keep down the 
proportion of these. What of the remaining 
three—engine, controls, structure?

For years after flying became a fact, no- 
bedy bothered much about landing gear.
